Marion Ross McDaniel, who pre­ 
sides ov er Oak Park and Riv er 
Forest Township high school, 
frequently called 
one of the 
“ best” three or four high schools 
in the country . In a quiet, dig­ 
nified, and orderly manner he is 
performing well what he terms 
his biggest job—that of sur­ 
rounding 
himself 
with 
fine 
teachers who will be allowed 
complete independence in frarp- 
ing and carry ing out their re­ 
spectiv e programs. 
Since Mr. McDaniel became 
principal of the west suburban^ 
institution in the fall of 1914 he 
has prov ided a faculty recog­ 
nized for its personality as well 
as a fine background in educa­ 
tion—one that can ably fill its 
v ocation of preparing 8 5 per 
cent of the members of each 
graduating class for college. 


Perhaps no one feature of the 
high school better reflects the 
leadership of the principal or 
the progressiv e methods of the 
school than the class superv i­ 
sion sy stem inaugurated by Mr.

usual. 
Six superv isors, better termed 
assistant principals, or deans, 
perhaps, giv e indiv idual atten­ 
tion to the scholastic, social, or 
ex tra curricular questions and 
problems that arise. There are 
two superv isors, one a man and 
the other a woman, for the

ON A CASH BASfIS 
By -produ cts, which for many y ears were 
tu rned ov er to the farm er’s wife as spending 
money , are now pu tting the farms of the cou ntry 
on a cash instead of a credit basis. This is 
shown by gov ernment reports from sections of 
the middle west which indicated a decline in 
credit pu rchases and a corresponding gain in 
cash sales by retail merchants in the agricu l­ 
tu ral districts. 
Men engaged in food produ ction declare that 
the produ ce end of farming is rev olu tionizing the 
indu stry and packing hou se bu si- 
agricu ltu ral 
ness. 
One large packing hou se now has ov er 100 
produ ce stations scattered ov er the middle west, 
where pou ltry , eggs, milk and cream are bou ght. 
Instead of old haphazard marketing, farmers 
are now marketing eggs twice a week for cash, 
separating their cream from the milk and sell­ 
ing the cream twice a week for cash, and feeding 
the skimmed milk to hogs, chickens and other 
animals, which are marketed at longer periods 
—bu t all for cash. 
All this has made a marked difference in pu r­ 
chasing by the farmers. Instead of hav ing to 
be carried on a credit basis for elev en months, 
he is in most cases now pay ing cash for what he 
bu y s. And dev elopment of roads and u se of the 
au tomobiles has helped him.

By-products, which lor many years were 


turned over to the farmer's wife as spending 
money, are now putting the farms of the country 
on a cash instead of a credit basis. This is 
shown by government reports from sections pf 
the middle west which indicated a decline in 
credit purchases and a corresponding gain in 
cash sales by retail merchants hi the agricul- 
tural districts. 


Men engaged in food production declare that 


the produce end of fanning is revolutionizing the 
agricultural industry and packing house busi- 
ness. 


One large packing house now has over 100 


produce stations scattered over the middle west, 
where poultry, eggs, milk and cream are bought. 
Instead of old haphazard marketing, farmers 
are now marketing eggs twice a week for cash, 
separating their cream from the milk and sell- 
tog the cream twice a week for cash, and feeding 
the skimmed milk to hogs, chickens and other 
animals, which are marketed at longer periods 
—but all for cash. 


All this has made a marked difference to pur- 


chasing by the farmers. Instead of having to 
be carried on a credit basis for eleven months, 
he is in most cases now paying cash for what he 
buys. And development of roads and use of the 
automobiles has helped him.

jig that the idea came from 
Sngland where a similar office, 
known as the "King's Counsel, 
was established in 1472. He is 
now known as the attorney gen- 
eral and is a member of the 
House of Commons. 


The office of attorney general 


was established in this country 
in 1789 and in the territory 
which later became Indiana, in 
L799. There is no provision for 
the office in the constitution, 
according to Mr. Ogden, and for 
this reason it has led a very 
precarious life, being killed and 
re-established several times be- 
fore 1855 when the law under 
which the present attorney gen- 
eral operates, was enacted. 


The business of the attorney 


general is to look after the 
state's legal business, according 
to the present encumbent, and 
his enumeration of the hundreds 
of tasks that fall to the officer 
and his ten deputies and assist- 
ants. 


Appealed criminal cases, ad- 


vice to state officers as to their 
powers and duties, cases in 
practically all courts affecting 
the affairs of the state and a 
voluminous correspondence deal- 
ing with a great variety of sub- 
jects were mentioned as some of 
the duties of the attorney gen- 
eral and his assistants.
